Taxing Until It Hurts 


‘Present conditions are such now, however, that 
It is necessary* to tax until it hurts.” That is what 
President Truman said in a letter to Senator Harry 
F. Byrd of Virginia. Senator Byrd has been saying 
for years that the Administration’s profligate spend­ 
ing policy would result in disaster. No doubt he was 
surprised when he opened the letter from the White 
House and discovered that it threatened taxes, not 
mayhem. 
Sharp disagreement ls already developing over 
where to take the next tax bite. Those hit squarely 
by any new tax on top of present rates are sure to 
feel they are being discriminated against. 
“Hurt"is a word of more than one meaning. In

to give pain rather than to injure. With the federal 
government’s current tax take more than $45,000,000,- 
000 annually, there is no way of taxing painlessly. 
The American people will be forced to pay tygher 
taxes, but no one can make them seem palatable. So 
the real problem for Congress is to devise taxes that 
will not do injury—by disrupting the economy, unduly 
inhibiting enterprise, discouraging hard work, or dam­ 
aging public morale. 
If such methods of taxation can be found, they 
will still hurt. But higher taxes may avert injury 
from zooming national debt. 
But what kind of tax would meet present needs 
best? There is growing sentiment in favor of a fed­ 
eral sales tax. A sales tax in normal times is “recess­ 
ive"—it causes reduced buying and starts a cyfele where 
lowered production follows, income drops, buying is 
further reduced, and so on ad infinitum. 
Most objections to a sales tax now are likely to 
come from those who fear it will be hard to get rid 
of in the future. The history of other “temporary” 
taxes indicates that such fears are not unwarranted. 
Nor will income taxes and other levies, if boosted still 
higher, be reduced in the future. The government will 
always be able to find ways of spending—or giving 
away—the money.

New Job For 


A noted university career ended when Robert M. 
Hutchins, chancellor of the University of Chicago, ac­ 
cepted appointment as associate director of the Ford 
Foundation. While there are many notable college 
presidents today, few have been as much in the public 
eye as Hutchins, who for ?1 years was first the presi­ 
dent and then the chancellor at Chicago. 
His most spectacular achievement was the aboli­ 
tion of intercollegiate football for the university. While 
Chicago had not shone in this sport for a number of 
years before giving up the game, it had previously had 
some extremely successful seasons, especially when 
Alonzo A. Stagg coached the team. A college president 
takes his jgb in his hands when he attacks the vested 
Interest of intercollegiate football. Hutchins dared to 
do so, and survived the outraged complaints of the 
alumni. 
Another innovation was the Great Books dis­ 
cussion group, in which citizens of many communi­ 
ties under local leaders simultaneously studied famous 
books, from ancient times to the present, which have 
influenced the world. This gave many their first de­ 
tailed acquaintance with Plato, Aristotle, St. Thomas 
Aquinas, John Locke and many other thinkers. 
The core of Hutchins’ policy was his belief that a 
university’s chief purpose is to advance learning. He 
believed that man'’ American institutions going by 
the name of university were really only super-high 
schools catering to alumni without special knowledge 
of higher education or interest in it. Chicago was not 
founded to be one more such when it began its exist­ 
ence under President William R. Harper. Hutchins, 
following in Harper’s path, compelled other university 
heads to meet his challenge to the existing order. 
His fertile brain has now a new field for useful­ 
ness. The new undertakings of the Ford Foundation 
will be largely pioneer work. Hutchins seems just the 
man for such a pose. 


Sinclair Lewis 
Sinclair Lewis, who died in Rome, was one of the 
greatest American novelists, howf great will be for 
the future to determine, of course. His name meant 
little to the younger generation because his output in 
In the last two decades lacked the popularity of the 
four volumes—"Main. Street,” “Arrowsmith,” “Elmer 
Gantry” and "Dodsworth”—by w’hich his reputation 
was established. 
"Main Street” took the country by storm in 1920. 
It is a satirical w’ork on small towns in novel form, 
and everyone in the small towns of the nation read 
It and compared characters in it to acquaintances. 
Lewis received the Nobel Prize for literature in 
1930 and several years previously had turned down a 
Pulitizer Prize award, with the tongue-in-cheek com­ 
ment that others were more deserving of it. 
If in recent years Lewis’ work was not up to his 
former standard, the fault was not so much the 
author’s as it was the public’s, which fancied new 
styles in literature. Lewis could have continued turn­ 
ing out new “Main Streets” until the end, but he 
failed to find a new theme that would be accepted 
spontaneously by the reading public. 
Few people know’ that Lewis wrrote six novels 
prior to "Main Street,” none of which sold more than 
a few’ thousand copies, the first of which was published 
in 1914. The title was “Our Mr. Wrenn.” Some critics 
compared his recent work to those first efforts, and 
attributed greater reader acceptance solely to his 
established reputation. 


Start Of Crime

B it they must be raised when­ 
ever it is supposed tout anyone, especially a youngster, 
has become an incorrigible wrongdoer.

Later he found that his 
friends, including myself, had sur­ 
vived by wearing all the clothing 
that could be put oh and still 
breathe and move. Thisi prompted 
him to ask for a discussjon on the 
psychological effects of Exposure to 
cold, especially when immobilized. 
It is well known that man was 
built to live in a warm climate and 
the Garden of Eden must have been 
a pleasant spot. But necessity is the 
mother of invention and with the 
aid of warm clothing and proper 
shelter our ancestors soon learned 
they could beat the cold even in 
arctic regions. 


Despite 
centuries 
of 
exposure, 
however, the body still finds it diffi­ 
cult to acclimate itself to freezing 
temperatures. Most of us can fairly 
tolerate low degrees without injury 
to health but the extremities are 
always vulnerable. Unless they are 
protected chilblains or frostbite may 
ensue. How much cold we can toler­ 
ate depends to a great extent upon 
exercise and the degree of insula­ 
tion obtained from clothing. Shiver­ 
ing is a natural response to cold and 
represents a form of exercise. These 
movements increase metabolism and 
generate heat thru friction. 
But even though we tremble and 
shake and wear the warmest type 
of clothing, the body succumbs to 
the cold ultimately if we do not keep 
moving. At 10 degrees F., for ex­ 
ample, the endurance of an inactive 
person is reduced to less than six 
hours; at 10 degrees below’ zero, to 
about four hours; at 40 below’, to 
one and one-lialf hours; and at 70 
below’, to 25 minutes. With physical 
activity, these limits are extended 
markedly. 
The football spectator 
rarely is confronted with such bit­ 
ter weather. Furthermore, his exer­ 
tion depends upon the game. When 
the home team Is ahead, the old 
grad is likely to jump up and down, 
wave his arms, and slap his friends 
on the back. The loser is quiet, glum, 
and cold. 


My neighbor also asked why the 
football spectator feels dopey for 
several hours after arriving home. 
He blamed lack of circulation to 
some internal organ sUch as the 
liver or spleen. 
That is not neces­ 
sarily true because several factors 
produce fatigue. 
Rewarming, for 
example, ls likely to be overdone and

individuals,

home, take a hot foot bath or sit on 
a radiator or in front of a fire place. 
This leads to overheating, which is 
associated with a feeling of exhaus­ 
tion and sleepiness for several hours 
thereafter. 
Cold itself has an ex­ 
hausting effect on the system. It 
takes a lot of energy to keep w arm— 
energy that should be utilized for 
productive 
w'ork. 
Moreover, with 
prolonged exposure the brain be­ 
comes numbed. This is one of the 
reasons why the person who is lost 
in a blizzard develops an overpow er­ 
ing deside to sleep. When found, he 
is curled up in the snow, usually 
frozen to death. 
The best ways to stay warm are to 
keep moving, wear adequate cloth­ 
ing and eat properly. Our food in­ 
take is comparable to the coal we 
burn in a furnace. 
The more cal­ 
ories it can produce the more energy 
is derived therefrom. Many women 
would not feel nearly so uncomfort­ 
able on blustery January mornings 
if they ate more for breakfast thah 
a roll and cup of coffee. It Is here 
that calories really count. Fats are 
richest in this respec^ and, pound 
for pound, they manufacture twice 
as much heat as do sugar and pro­ 
teins. It is no wonder the Eskimo 
consumes large amounts of blubber.

WASHINGTON — There is no 
part of the world where the United 
States has battled harder to pre­ 
vent communism than in Germany, 
whose military-minded people and 
vast iron and steel resources can 
turn war into victory or defeat for 
Atlantic Pact nations. 
Yet the biggest propaganda boost 
for communism and against the U. 
S. A. ever given the German pepple 
came from the man who sets him­ 
self up as the greatest enemy of 
communism — Senator McCarthy of 
Wisconsin.

Supporting this grave statement 
is evidence locked in the secret files 
of the Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee, evidence which a sub-com­ 
mittee went all the way to Ger­ 
many to collect. 
It shows that McCarthy allowed 
himself to become the mouthpiece 
of a German Communist agent — 
probably without realizing it. It 
shows that McCarthy charged the 
U. S. Army with torturing German 
prisoners in order to extract con­ 
fessions. And finally it shows that 
McCarthy’s speeches, made on the 
floor of the U. S. Senate, were la­ 
ter broadcast all over Germany in 
order to promote communism and 
inflame the German people against 
the U. S. A. 
McCarthy’s 
ill-advised 
propa­ 
ganda speeches were in defense of 
the 12 Nazi SS men who lined up 
80 unarmed American war prisoners 
and shot them in the Malmedy 
massacre during the Battle of the 
Bulge. 
Nazis Go Unpunished 
Of various atrocities committed 
during the war, this was by all 
odds the worst. It was more cold­ 
blooded than any committed by 
the Japanese. Later the SS men 
who 
murdered 
the 
defenseless 
American 
prisoners were caught, 
tried, and 12 were found guilty. 
However, they have never 
been 
hanged and here is the reason. 
After they were condemned to 
death, a German agent named Ru­ 
dolf 
Aschenauer 
sent 
faked-up 
charged to Frederic Libby of the 
National Council for the Prevention 
of War, that U. S. Army prosecutors 
had tortured the Nazi SS men to 
obtain confessions. 
Libby, not realizing he was being 
used, passed this on to McCarthy. 
He even passed it on in the same 
large brown envelopes he received 
from Munich, with Rudolf Asche­ 
nauer’s name attached. 
A high American intelligence of­ 
ficer later gave the Senate Armed 
Services 
Committee 
information 
linking Aschenauer with the Com­ 
munist agitators w’ho are trying 
to 
stir 
up 
German 
resentment 
against the U. S. A. Aschenauer, ac­ 
cording to U. S. intelligence, was 
secretly affiliated with a Commun­ 
ist spy ring whose purpose was to 
keep the German people on Mos­ 
cow's side. 
Its job was to plant this dyna­ 
mite-laden propaganda on McCar­ 
thy and then cable his inflamma­ 
tory speeches back to Germany. 
There they were headlined in the 
press. 
“I have seen documentary evi­ 
dence that the (German war crimi­ 
nals) were subject to beatings and 
physical violence in such forms as 
could only bo devised by warped 
minds,” McCarthy stormed. “They 
were subjected to sham trials, to 
mock hangings; and families were 
deprived of rations—all of which 
the 
prosecution justified as being 
necessary to create the right psy­ 
chological atmosphere in which to 
obtain confessions. 
“It is an unquestioned fact,” Mc­ 
Carthy shouted, “that an innocent 
man will scream just as loudly as a 
guilty man when being tortured, 
and. likewise, an innocent man will 
sign a confession just as quickly as 


a guilty man when being tortured.” 
Naturally this made headlines in 
Germany. 
Naturally 
these 
grave 
charges coming fro ma U. S. senator, 
w’ere believed. And 
they’ turned 
thousands of Germans against the 
United States. Meanwhile, American 
taxpayers have been paying one 
billion dollars a year to feed the 
German people and keep them with 
us. 
Republicans Investigate 
McCarthy’s charges were taken so 
seriously by Germans that to this 
day the army has not been able to 
execute the - convicted Nazi SS 
men. To hang them would cause 
extreme public reaction, possibly 
riots. 
However, when the Senate sub­ 
committee appointed to investigated 
his charges began to uncover the 
truth, McCarthy lashed out at his 
own colleagues. 
The subcommittee 
was controlled by Republicans and 
chairmanned by conscientious Sen. 
Ray Baldwin of Connecticut. Des­ 
pite this, McCarthy raged: “This 
subcommittee not only has no de­ 
sire to obtain the truth but is 
conducting a deliberate attempt to 
avoid the facts and effect a white­ 
wash of the army officers involved.” 
During the committee hearings, 
McCarthy personally grilled U. S. 
Army officers, even demanding that 
they submit to lie-dector tests. This 
they agreed 
to do. However, Mc­ 
Carthy was not willing to have the 
German war criminals submit to 
the same lie detectors. 
Senate Rebuffs McCarthy 
And as his own GOP colleagues 
on the Senate committee dug deeper 
into the facts and got closer to ex­ 


posing McCarthy, the Senator from 
Wisconsin staged a Vishinsky act 
and walked out of the hearings. 
Nevertheless the Senate commit­ 
tee rebuffed its own colleague with 
an official report which came close 
to pinning the Communist label on 
McCarthy's sources. 
“Through 
competent 
testimony 
submitted to the subcommittee.” 
the report read, “it appeared that 
there are strong reasons to believe 
that groups within Germany are 
endeavoring 
to discredit the Am­ 
erican occupation forces in general. 
The subcommittee is convinced that 
there is an organized effort being 
made to revive the nationalistic 
spirit in Germany through every 
possible means. 
There is evidence 
that at least part of this effort 
is attempting to establish a close 
liaison with Communist Russia. 
“Due to the manner in which the 
allegations in this case were being 
handled (by McCarthy) it was clear 
that no matter what the facts 
were in the case, in the minds of 
practically all Germans, the allega­ 
tions were accepted as fact. This 
was certain to damage the American 
position in Germany 
everything 
done to weaken the prestige of 
the United States and our occupa­ 
tion policies will play an important 
part in any emergency.” 
When McCarthy’s wild charges 
were finally sifted down, the one 
billion dollars a year we spend in 
Germany was partly nullified, the 
Communist hand was strengthened, 
and the guilty SS men who shot 80 
unarmed Americans in cold blood 
on a snowy day during the Battle of 
the Bulge still remained unpunished.

WASHINGTON 
he problem of Yugoslavia sums 
up and represents all the im­ 
mense range of problems, all 
involving peace, war and nat­ 
ional 
.survival, 
with 
which 
the 
American policy makers are now 
wrestling. 
Here is a small, remote and rat­ 
her backward country, ruled in a 
manner intensely distasteful to the 
American people, by men who not 
long ago were professed enemies 
of America. The national leader, 
Marshal Tito, expects an attack on 
Yugoslavia in the spring by the 
Soviet Union an d /or its Hungar­ 
ian. Rumanian and Bulgarian sat­ 
ellites. He may be right. He may be 
wrong. But at least his sincerity is 
proved by the fearful sacrifices he 
is making to the cause of prepared­ 
ness, and he has at least had better 
opportunities to learn the ways of 
the Kremlin than almost anyone 
else. 
The 
question 
therefore 
arises: 
“What do we do if Tito is right, 
and Yugoslavia is attacked In the 
spring?” 
The 
surface 
facts 
all 
point one way. There is nothing in 
the Yugoslav system that Ameri­ 
cans feel bound to defend. Yugo­ 
slavia is not an ally. Our own re­ 
armament ls incomplete. The re­ 
armament of our allies in Europe 
has hardly been begun. All these 
are weighty arguments for standing 
passively aside, while the Yugoslav 
nation is crashed by the weight of 
Soviet power. Beneath the surface, 
however, there is a whole new ser­ 
ies of arguments, even more weigh­ 
ty, pointing in the opposite direc­ 
tion. 
Points To Consider 


First, the most important mili­ 
tary force on the other side of the 
Atlantic today Is tlic concentration 


at the eastern end of the Mediter­ 
ranean, comprising the 30 Yugoslav 
divisions, 
the 
Turkish 
army 
of 
nearly 30 divisions, and the revi­ 
vified army of Greece. These are 
troops whose fighting qualities are 
proven. Taken together, they act­ 
ually constitute a larger force than 
any that can conceivably be organi­ 
zed in Western Europe before at 
least two years have elapsed. If the 
Yugoslav divisions are destroyed, 
the fate of Greece will be sealed; 
and Turkey, even if not invaded, 
will be wholly neutralized by the 
simple facts of geography. 
Second, the Middle East is al­ 
ready a mush, politically and mili­ 
tarily. Particularly in Iran, the sit­ 
uation has deteriorated alarmingly 
in recent months. The capture of 
the Yugoslav position and the con­ 
sequent 
neutralization of Turkey 
will expose the whole of the Middle 
East to the full force of Soviet pres­ 
sure. The mere psychological im­ 
pact of the unopposed conquest of 
Yugoslavia should 
be enough to 
induce a collapse or surrender in 
Iran, which will lead to other sur­ 
renders or political explosions in 
the other Middle Eastern countries. 
In short, all this vital area, with 
its immense strategic Importance 
and its oil resources on which the 
economy of the whole Western al­ 
liance so directly depends, will soon 
be involved in Yugoslavia’s fate. 
Third, 
even 
these 
immediately 
forseeable consequences of the con­ 
quest of Yugoslavia will vastly re­ 
duce the usefulness of cur most 
important strategic air bases—the 
advanced bases in Cyrenaica, Cyp­ 
rus, and elsewhere in the eastern 
Mediterranean, 
from 
which 
the 
more remote Soviet targets beyond 
the Urals must be struck. 


Could Lose Mediterranean 
Fourth, it is also very probable

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Taxing Until It Hurts 


•Present conditions are such now, however, that 
It Is necessary to tax until it hurts.” That is what 
President Truman said in a letter to Senator Harry 
F. 3yrd of Virginia. Senator Byrd has been saying 
for years that the Administration’s profligate spend­ 
ing policy would result in disaster. No doubt he was 
surprised when he opened the letter from the White 
House ana discovered that it threatened taxes, not 
mayhem. 
Sharp disagreement is already developing over 
where to take the next tax bite. Those hit squarely 
by any new tax on top of present rates are sure to 
feel they are being discriminated against. 
”Hurt”is a word of more than one meaning. In 
“Hurt” is a word of more than one meaning. In 
to give pain rather than to injure. With the federal 
government s current tax take more than $45,000,000,- 
000 annually, there is no way of taxing painlessly. 
The American people will be forced to pay tygher 
taxes, but no one can make them seem palatable. So 
the real problem for Congress is to devise taxes that 
will not do Injury—by disrupting the economy, unduly 
inhibiting enterprise, discouraging hard work, or dam­ 
aging public morale. 
If such methods of taxation can be found, they 
will still hurt. But higher taxes may avert injury 
from zooming national debt. 
But what kind of tax would meet present needs 
best? There is growing sentiment in favor of a fed­ 
eral sales tax. A sales tax in normal times is “recess­ 
ive”—it causes reduced buying and starts a cyfcle where 
lowered production follows, income drops, buying is 
further reduced, and so on ad infinitum. 
Most objections to a sales tax now are likely to 
come from those who fear it will be hard to get rid 
of in the future. The history of other “temporary” 
taxes indicates that such fears are not unwarranted. 
Nor will income taxes and other levies, if boosted still 
higher, be reduced in the future. The government will 
always be able to find ways of spending—or giving 
away—the money.

New Job For Hutchins 


A noted university career ended when Robert M. 
Hutchins, chancellor of the University of Chicago, ac­ 
cepted appointment as associate director of the Ford 
Foundation. While there are many notable college 
presidents today, few have been as much in the public 
eye as Hutchins, who for 21 years was first the presi­ 
dent and then the chancellor at Chicago. 
His most spectacular achievement was the aboli­ 
tion of intercollegiate football for the university. While 
Chicago had not shone in this sport for a number of 
years before giving up the game, it had previously had 
some extremely successful seasons, especially when 
Alonzo A. Stagg coached the team. A college president 
takes his jgb in his hands when he attacks the vested 
Interest of Intercollegiate football. Hutchins dared to 
do so, and survived the outraged complaints of the 
alumni. 
Another innovation was the Great Books dis­ 
cussion group, in which citizens of many communi­ 
ties under local leaders simultaneously studied famous 
books, from ancient times to the present, which have 
influenced the world. This gave many their first de­ 
tailed acquaintance with Plato, Aristotle, St. Thomas 
Aquinas, John Locke and many other thinkers. 
The core of Hutchins’ policy was his belief that a 
university’s chief purpose is to advance learning. He 
believed that manv American institutions going by 
the name of university were really only super-high 
schools catering to alumni without special knowledge 
of higher education or interest in it. Chicago was not 
founded to be one more such when it began its exist­ 
ence under President. William R. Harper. Hutchins, 
following in Harper’s path, compelled other university 
heads to meet his challenge to the existing order. 
His fertile brain has now a new field for useful­ 
ness. The new undertakings of the Ford Foundation 
will be largely pioneer work. Hutchins seems just the 
man for such a post.

EISENHOWER “JACKET” 


Sinclair Lewis, who died iii Rome, was one of the 
greatest American novelists, how great will be for 
the future to determine, of course. His name meant 
little to the younger generation because his output in 
in the last two decades lacked the popularity of the 
four volumes—“Main. Street,” “Arrowsmith,” “Elmer 
Gantry” and “Dodsworth”—by which his reputation 
was established. 
“Main Street” took the country by storm in 1920. 
It is a satirical work on small towns in novel form, 
and everyone in the small towns of the nation read 
it and compared characters in it to acquaintances. 
Lewis received the Nobel Prize for literature in 
1930 and several years previously had turned down a 
Pulitizer Prize award, with the tongue-in-cheek com­ 
ment that others were more deserving of it. 
If in recent years Lewis’ work was not up to his 
former standard, the fault was not so much the 
author’s as it was the public’s, which fancied new 
styles in literature. Lewis could have continued turn­ 
ing out new “Main Streets” until the end, but he 
failed to find a new theme that would be accepted 
spontaneously by the reading public. 
Few people know that Lewis wrrote six novels 
prior to “Main Street,” none of which sold more than 
a few thousand copies, the first of which was published 
in 1914. Tile title was “Our Mr. Wrenn.” Some critics 
compared his recent work to those first efforts, and 
attributed greater reader acceptance solely to his 
established reputation. 


Start Of Crime

If .so, was the germ of his criminal career 
to be found in his violation of a school rule, or in the 
cutting of his normal education? 
Such questions can be answered only by detailed 
study of the individual. But they must be raised when­ 
ever it is supposed l*iat anyone, especially a youngster, 
has become an incorrigible wrongdoer. 


Y neighbor to the left, Mr. 
Collins, missed one of his 
favorite football games be­ 
cause the temperature was 
18 degrees above and a fierce north­ 
west wind was blowing thru the 
stadium. Later he found that his 
friends, including myself, had sur­ 
vived by wearing all the clothing 
that could be put oh and still 
breathe and move. ThiSj prompted 
him to ask for a discussion on the 
psychological effects of exposure to 
cold, especially when immobilized. 
It is well known that man was 
built to live in a warm climate and 
the Garden of Eden must have been 
a pleasant spot. But necessity Is the 
mother of invention and with the 
aid of warm clothing and proper 
shelter our ancestors soon learned 
they could beat the cold even In 
arctic regions. 


Despite 
centuries 
of 
exposure, 
however, the body still finds it diffi­ 
cult to acclimate itself to freezing 
temperatures. Most of us can fairly 
tolerate low degrees without injury 
to health but the extremities are 
always vulnerable. Unless they are 
protected chilblains or frostbite may 
ensue. How much cold we can toler­ 
ate depends to a great extent upon 
exercise and the degree of insula­ 
tion obtained from clothing. Shiver­ 
ing is a natural response to cold and 
represents a form of exercise. These 
movements increase metabolism and 
generate heat thru friction. 
But even though we tremble and 
shake and wear the warmest type 
of clothing, the body succumbs to 
the cold ultimately if we do not keep 
moving. At IO degrees F., for ex­ 
ample, the endurance of an inactive 
person is reduced to less than six 
hours; at IO degrees below zero, to 
about four hours; at 40 below, to 
one and one-half hours; and at 70 
below, to 25 minutes. With physical 
activity, these limits are extended 
markedly. 
The football spectator 
rarely is confronted with such bit­ 
ter weather. Furthermore, his exer­ 
tion depends upon the game. When 
the home team is ahead, the old 
grad is likely to jump up aud down, 
wave his arms, and slap his friends 
on the back. The loser is quiet, glum, 
and cold. 


My neighbor also asked why the 
football spectator feels dopey for 
several hours after arriving home. 
He blamed lack of circulation to 
some Internal organ such as the 
liver or spleen. That Is not neces­ 
sarily true because several factors 
produce fatigue. 
Rewarming, for 
example, is likely to be overdone and 
many 
individuals, 
on 
returning 
home, take a hot foot bath or sit on 
a radiator or in front of a fire place. 
This leads to overheating, which is 
associated with a feeling of exhaus­ 
tion and sleepiness for several hours 
thereafter. 
Cold itself has an ex­ 
hausting effect on the system. It 
takes a lot of energy to keep warm— 
energy that should be utilized for 
productive work. Moreover, with 
prolonged exposure the brain be­ 
comes numbed. This is one of the 
reasons why the person who is lost 
in a blizzard develops an overpower­ 
ing deside to sleep. When found, he 
is curled up in the snow, usually 
frozen to death. 
The best ways to stay warm are to 
keep moving, wear adequate cloth­ 
ing and eat properly. Our food in­ 
take is comparable to the coal we 
burn in a furnace. 
The more cal­ 
ories it can produce the more energy 
is derived therefrom. Many women 
would not feel nearly so uncomfort­ 
able on blustery January mornings 
if they ate more for breakfast thah 
a roll and cup of coffee. It is here 
that calories really count. Fats are 
richest in this respect and, pound 
for pound, they manufacture twice 
as much heat as do sugar and pro­ 
teins. It is no wonder the Eskimo 
consumes large amounts of blubber.

WASHINGTON — There is no 
part of the world where the United 
States has battled harder to pre­ 
vent communism than in Germany, 
whose military-minded people and 
vast iron and steel resources can 
turn war into victor}’ or defeat for 
Atlantic Pact nations. 
Yet the biggest propaganda boost 
for communism and against the U. 
S. A. ever given the German people 
came from the man who sets him­ 
self up as the greatest enemy of 
communism — Senator McCarthy of 
Wisconsin. 
Supporting this grave statement 
is evidence locked in the secret files 
of the Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee, evidence which a sub-com­ 
mittee went all the way to Ger­ 
many to collect. 
It show’s that McCarthy allowed 
himself to become the mouthpiece 
of a Gorman Communist agent — 
probably without realizing it. It 
shows that McCarthy charged the 
U. S. Army with torturing German 
prisoners in order to extract con­ 
fessions. And finally it shows that 
McCarthy’s speeches, made on the 
floor of the U. S. Senate, were la­ 
ter broadcast all over Germany in 
order to promote communism and 
inflame the German people against 
the U. S. A. 
McCarthy’s 
ill-advised 
propa­ 
ganda speeches were In defense of 
the 12 Nazi SS men who lined up 
80 unarmed American war prisoners 
and shot them in the Malmedy 
massacre during the Battle of the 
Bulge. 
Nazis Go Unpunished 
Of various atrocities committed 
during the war, this was by all 
odds the worst. It was more cold­ 
blooded than any committed by 
the Japanese. Later the SS men 
who 
murdered 
the 
defenseless 
American prisoners were caught, 
tried, and 12 were found guilty. 
However, they have never been 
hanged and here is the reason. 
After they were condemned to 
death, a German agent named Ru­ 
dolf 
Aschenauer 
sent 
faked-up 
charged to Frederic Libby of the 
National Council for the Prevention 
of War, that U. S. Army prosecutors 
had tortured the Nazi SS men to 
obtain confessions. 
Libby, not realizing he was being 
used, passed this on to McCarthy. 
He even passed it on in the same 
large brown envelopes he received 
from Munich, with Rudolf Asche- 
nauer’s name attached. 
A high American intelligence of­ 
ficer later gave the Senate Armed 
Services 
Committee 
information 
linking Aschenauer with the Com­ 
munist agitators who are trying 
to 
stir 
up 
German 
resentment 
against the U. S. A. Aschenauer, ac­ 
cording to U. S. intelligence, was 
.secretly affiliated wutn a Commun­ 
ist spy ring w’hose purpose was to 
keep the German people on Mos­ 
cow's side. 
Its job was to plant this dyna­ 
mite-laden propaganda on McCar­ 
thy and then cable his inflamma­ 
tory speeches back to Germany. 
There they were headlined in the 
press. 
“I have seen documentary evi­ 
dence that the (German war crimi­ 
nals) were subject to beatings and 
physical violence in such forms as 
could only be devised by warped 
minds,” McCarthy stormed. “They 
were subjected to sham trials, to 
mock hangings; and families were 
deprived of rations—all of which 
the 
prosecution justified as being 
necessary to create the right psy­ 
chological atmosphere in which to 
obtain confessions. 
“It is an unquestioned fact,” Mc­ 
Carthy shouted, “that an innocent 
man will scream just as loudly as a 
guilty man when being tortured, 
and, likewise, an innocent man will 
sign a confession just as quickly as 


a guilty man when being tortured.” 
Naturally this made headlines in 
Germany. Naturally these grave 
charges coming fro ma U. S. senator, 
were believed. And the}’ turned 
thousands of Germans against the 
United States. Meanwhile, American 
taxpayers have been paying one 
billion dollars a year to feed the 
German people and keep them with 
us. 
Republicans Investigate 
McCarthy’s charges were taken so 
seriously by Germans that to this 
day the army has not been able to 
execute the - convicted Nazi SS 
men. To hang them would cause 
extreme public reaction, possibly 
riots. 
However, when the Senate sub­ 
committee appointed to investigated 
his charges began to uncover the 
truth, McCarthy lashed out at his 
own colleagues. 
Tile subcommittee 
was controlled by Republicans and 
chairmanned by conscientious Sen. 
Ray Baldwin of Connecticut. Des­ 
pite this, McCarthy raged: “This 
subcommittee not only has no de­ 
sire to obtain the truth but is 
conducting a deliberate attempt to 
avoid the facts and effect a white­ 
wash of the army officers involved.” 
During the committee hearings, 
McCarthy personally grilled U. S. 
Army officers, even demanding that 
they submit to lie-dector tests. This 
they agreed 
to do. However, Mc­ 
Carthy was not willing to have the 
German war criminals submit to 
the same lie detectors. 
Senate Rebuffs McCarthy 
And as his own COP colleagues 
on the Senate committee dug deeper 
into the facts and got closer to ex­ 


posing McCarthy, the Senator from 
Wisconsin staged a Vishinsky act 
and walked out of the hearings. 
Nevertheless the Senate commit­ 
tee rebuffed its own colleague with 
an official report which came close 
to pinning the Communist label on 
McCarthy’s sources. 
“Through competent 
testimony 
submitted to the subcommittee.’' 
the report read, “it appeared that 
there are strong reasons to believe 
that groups within Germany are 
endeavoring 
to discredit the Am­ 
erican occupation forces in general. 
The subcommittee is convinced that 
there is an organized effort being 
made to revive the nationalistic 
spirit in Germany through every 
possible means. 
There is evidence 
that at least part of this effort 
is attempting to establish a close 
liaison with Communist Russia. 
“Due to the manner in which the 
allegations in this case were being 
handled (by McCarthy) it was clear 
that no matter what the facts 
were in the case, in the minds of 
practically all Germans, the allega­ 
tions were accepted as fact. This 
was certain to damage the American 
position in Germany 
everything 
done to weaken the prestige of 
the United States and our occupa­ 
tion policies will play an important 
part in any emergency.” 
When McCarthy’s wild charges 
were finally sifted down, the one 
billion dollars a year we spend in 
Germany was partly nullified, the 
Communist hand was strengthened, 
and the guilty SS men who shot 80 
unarmed Americans in cold blood 
on a snowy day during the Battle of 
the Bulge still remained unpunished. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 14— 
I have been interested in a recent 
correspondence between President 
Truman and Representative Hebert, 
a Democrat of Louisiana, who wrote 
the President asking that a certain 
day be appointed for national pray­ 
er. He distinctly asked that God 
should “endow officials with the 
wisdom and courage to make the 
right decisions.”

he problem of Yugoslavia sums 
up and represents all the im­ 
mense range of problems, all 
involving peace, war and nat­ 
ional 
.survival, 
with 
which 
the 
American policy makers are now 
wrestling. 
Here is a small, remote and rat­ 
her backward country, ruled in a 
manner intensely distasteful to the 
American people, by men who not 
long ago were professed enemies 
of America. The national leader, 
Marshal Tito, expects an attack on 
Yugoslavia in the spring by the 
Soviet Union an d /o r its Hungar­ 
ian. Rumanian and Bulgarian sat­ 
ellites. He may be right. He may be 
wrong. But at least his sincerity is 
proved by the fearful sacrifices he 
is making to the cause of prepared­ 
ness, and he has at least had better 
opportunities to learn the ways of 
the Kremlin than almost anyone 
else. 
The 
question 
therefore 
arises: 
“What do we do if Tito Is right, 
and Yugoslavia is attacked in the 
spring?” 
Tile 
.surface 
facts 
all 
point one way. There is nothing in 
the Yugoslav system that Ameri­ 
cans feel bound to defend. Yugo­ 
slavia is not an ally. Our own re­ 
armament is incomplete. The re­ 
armament of our allies in Europe 
lias hardly been begun. All these 
are weighty arguments for standing 
passively aside, while the Yugoslav 
nation is crushed by the weight of 
Soviet power. Beneath the surface, 
however, there is a whole new ser­ 
ies of arguments, even more weigh­ 
ty, pointing in the opposite direc­ 
tion. 
Points To Consider 


First, the most important mili­ 
tary force on the other side of (he 
Atlantic today is tile concentration 


at the eastern end of the Mediter­ 
ranean, comprising the 30 Yugoslav 
divisions, the Turkish 
army 
of 
nearly 30 divisions, and the revi­ 
vified army of Greece. These are 
troops whose fighting qualities are 
proven. Taken together, they act­ 
ually constitute a larger force than 
any that can conceivably be organi­ 
zed in Western Europe before at 
least two years have elapsed. If the 
Yugoslav divisions are destroyed, 
the fate of Greece will be sealed; 
and Turkey, even if not invaded, 
will be wholly neutralized by the 
simple facts of geography. 
Second, the Middle East is al­ 
ready a mush, politically and mili­ 
tarily. Particularly in Iran, the sit­ 
uation has deteriorated alarmingly 
in recent months. The capture of 
the Yugoslav position and the con­ 
sequent neutralization of Turkey 
will expose the whole of the Middle 
East to the full force of Soviet pres­ 
sure. The mere psychological im­ 
pact of the unopposed conquest of 
Yugoslavia should be enough to 
induce a collapse or surrender in 
Iran, which will lead to other sur­ 
renders or political explosions in 
tile other Middle Eastern countries. 
In short, all this vital area, with 
its immense strategic importance 
and its oil resources on which the 
economy of the wrhole Western al­ 
liance so directly depends, will sewn 
be involved in Yugoslavia’s fate. 
Third, even these 
immediately 
forseeable consequences of the con­ 
quest of Yugoslavia will vastly re­ 
duce the usefulness of cur most 
important strategic air bases—the 
advanced bases in Cyrenaica, Cyp­ 
rus. and elsewhere in the eastern 
Mediterranean, 
from 
which 
the 
more remote Soviet targets beyond 
the Urals must be struck. 


Could Lose Mediterranean 
Fourth, it is alw very probable 
that a Soviet triumph in Yugo-

NE OF Hie moot important 
facts established in the Harry 
Gold case was that the Am- 
torg Trading Company was 
the center of Soviet espionage in 
this country.

Almost equally cer­ 
tainly, a similar government in 
Rome will at least allow the Soviets 
staging rights in the south Italian 
airfields. In this event, the whole 
Mediterranean will be lost to tis. 
Meanwhile, the German problem 
will become utterly unmanageable, 
and the Western alliance will be 
fatally and finally ruptured. 
It is hardly necessary to pursue 
any further the course of this fearful 
chain reaction, which we must anti­ 
cipate if Yugoslavia is overrun and 
crushed without protest from the 
Western allies. The foregoing sum­ 
mary is not a private nightmare. It 
is a compressed statement of tin* 
best judgment of the men most 
qualified to form an opinion. It is 
quite enough to show that the con­ 
sequences of losing Yugoslavia can 
quite easily add up to the equivalent 
of final defeat in a general war. 
In other words, the Western alli­ 
ance would be so hopelessly shat­ 
tered, and so many vital strategic 
positions would be lost to us and 
gained by the Kremlin, that our own 
position would become irretrievable. 
And this is the right background 
against which the question must 
again be asked; “What do we do if 
Yugoslavia is attacked this spring?”

Believed He Fell 
From B & O Bridge 


The body of Stephen J. Flynn, 
Bloomington. 
64-year-old 
former 
coal miner, was discovered yesterday 
morning on a cinder bank along the 
ecge of the Potomac River and be­ 
neath a Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
roac bridge some 1,000 feet west of 
Bloomington. 
Dr. E. I. Baumgartner, Oakland, 
Garrett county deputy medical ex­ 
aminer. said that both of Flynn’s 
legs had been fractured, his jaw 
also was fractured and his skull 
probably also had been fractured. 
The examiner, who investigated 
the case along with State Trooper 
Robert Henline. is almost certain 
th at Flynn died in a plunge from 
the bridge, which is between 50 and 
90 feet above the river bank. 
Doubting that Flynn met with 
foul play or committed suicide, Dr. 
Baumgartner has concluded that 
while walking across the railroad 
bridge from West Virginia Junction 
Flynn probably met. a B&O train 
and was crowded so that he fell off 
the bridge, or that he lost his foot­ 
ing. 
One reason for this assumption is 
that Flynn was last seen alive by 
Gilbert Males about 11:45 p. rn 
Saturday in a tavern on the West 
Virginia side of the river. The body 
was discovered by two boy bicyclists. 
Freddie Rebar and Curdy Fullback, 
both of Ben i, W Va 
Bom October 6. 1886, Flynn had 
lived in the Bloomington area all 
of his life, with the exception of 
five years when he was in the 
Army. This period was immediately 
before and during World War I. At 
the tame of his discharge he held 
the rank of sergeant. 
Flynn last worked as a coal miner 
last winter for the Campbell Coal 
Company at Barton.

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Taxing Until It Hurts 


Present conditions are such now, however, that 
It is necessary to tax until it hurts.” That is what 
President Truman said in a letter to Senator Harry 
F 3yrd of Virginia 
Senator Byrd has been saying 
for years that the Administration's profligate spend­ 
ing policy would result in disaster. No doubt he was 
surprised when he opened the letter from the While 
House ana discovered that it threatened taxes, not 
mayhem. 
Sharp disagreement is already developing over 
where to take the next tax bite. Those hit squarely 
by any new tax on top of present rates are sure to 
feel they are being discriminated against. 
“H urt is a w ord of m o re th a n o n e m ean in g . In 
“Hurt 
is a word of more than one meaning. In 
to cive pain rather than to injure. With the federal 
government's current tax take more than $45,000,000.- 
000 annually, there is no way of taxing painlessly 
The American people will be forced to pay ipgher 
taxes, but no one can make them seem palatable. So 
the real problem for Congress is to devise taxes that 
will not do Injury—by disrupting the economy, unduly 
Inhibiting enterprise, discouraging hard work, or dam­ 
aging public morale. 
If such methods of taxation can be found, they 
will .'till hurt. But higher taxes may avert injury 
from zooming national debt. 
But what kind of tax would meet present needs 
best? There is growing sentiment In favor of a fed­ 
eral sales tax. A sales tax in normal times is "recess­ 
ive*’—it causes reduced buying and starts a cycle where 
lowered production follows, income drops, buying Is 
further reduced, and so on ad infinitum. 
Most objections to a sales tax now are likely to 
come f-om those who fear it will be hard to get rid 
of in the future. The history of other “temporary” 
taxes indicates that such fears are not unwarranted. 
Nor will income taxes and other levies, lf boosted still 
higher, be reduced in the future.

EISENHOWER “JACKET 
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N e w Job For Hutchins 


A noted university career ended when Robert M 
Hutchins, chancellor of tile University of Chicago, ac­ 
cepted appointment as associate director of the Ford 
Foundation. While there are many notable college 
presidents today, few have been as much in the public 
eve as Hutchins, who for 21 years was first the presi­ 
dent and then the chancellor at Chicago. 
His most spectacular achievement was the aboli­ 
tion of intercollegiate football for the university. While 
Chicago had not shone in this sport for a number of 
years before giving up the game, it h a d previously h a d 
some extremely successful seasons, especially w h e n 
Alonzo A. Stagg coached the team. A college president, 
takes his jpb in his h a n d s when h e a tta c k s th e v ested 
interest o f intercollegiate fo o tb all. H u tc h in s d a re d to 
do so, a n d survived th e o u tra g e d c o m p la in ts of th e 
alumni. 
A n o th er in n o v a tio n w as th e G re a t B ooks d is­ 
cussion group, in which citizen s of m a n y co m m u n i­ 
ties under local leaders simultaneously studied famous 
books, from ancient times to the present, which have 
influenced the w*orld. This gave many their first de- 
tailed acquaintance with Plato, Aristotle. St. Thomas 
Aquinas. John Locke and many other thinkers. 
The core of Hutchins’ policy was his belief that a 
university’s chief purpose Is to advance learning. He 
believed that man'* American institutions going by 
the name of university were really only super-high 
schools catering to alumni without special knowledge 
of higher education or interest in it. Chicago was not 
founded to be one more such when it began its exist­ 
ence under President William R. Harper. Hutchins, 
following in Harper's path compelled other university 
heads to meet his challenge to the existing order. 
His fertile brain has now a new field for useful­ 
ness The new* undertakings of the Ford Foundation 
will be largely pioneer w*ork. Hutchins seems just the 
man for such a posr. 


Sinclair Lewis 
Sinclair Lewis, who died in Rome, was one of the 
greatest American novelets, how* great will be for 
the future to determine of course. His name meant 
little to the younger generation because his output in 
in the last two decades lacked the popularity of the 
four volumes— M ar Street,” “Arrowsmith.” “Elmer 
Gantry'* and “Dod aworth “—by which his reputation 
was established. 
“Main Street** took the country by storm in 1920. 
It is a satirical work on '-mall towns in novel form. 
and everyone in the small towns of the nation read 
it and compared characters in it to acquaintances. 
Lewis leceived the Nobel Prize for literature in 
1933 and several years previously had turned down a 
Pulitzer Prize award, with the tongue-in-cheek com­ 
ment that others Here more deserving of it. 
If in lecent years Lewis’ work was not up to his 
former standard, the fault was not so much the 
author’s a.- it was the public’s, which fancied new* 
styles in literature. Lewis could have continued turn­ 
ing out new “Main Streets” until the end, but he 
failed to find a new theme that would be accepted 
spontaneously by the reading public. 
Few* people know that Lewis wrote six novels 
prior to “Main Street,” none of which sold more than 
a few thousand copies, tho first of which was published 
In 1914. Tile title was “Our Mr. Wrenn.” Some critics 
compared his re c e n t work to those first efforts, and 
attributed greater reader acceptance solely to his 
established reputation.

Despite 
centuries 
of 
exposure, 
however, the body still finds it diffi­ 
cult to acclim ate itself to freezing 
tem peratures. Most of us can fairly 
tolerate low degrees without injury 
to health but the extrem ities a e 
always vulnerable. Unless they are 
protected chilblains or frostbite may 
ensue. How m uch cold we can toler­ 
ate depends to a great extent upon 
exercise and tile degree of insula­ 
tion obtained tram clou ling. Shiver­ 
ing is a natural response to cold and 
represent* a form ol exercise. These 
movements increase metabolism and 
generate heat th ru friction. 
But even though we tremble and 
shake and wear the warm est type 
of clothing, the body succumbs to 
the cold ultim ately lf we do not keep 
moving. At IO degrees F., for ex­ 
ample, the endurance of an iuacUve 
person is reduced to less th an six 
hours; a t IO degrees below zero, to 
about four hours; at 40 below, to 
one and one-half hours; and at 70 
below, to 25 m inutes. W ith physical 
activity, these limits are extended 
markedly. 
The football spectator 
rarely Is confronted with such bit­ 
ter weather. Furtherm ore, his exer­ 
tion depends upon the game. W hen 
the home team is ahead, the old 
grad is likely to jum p up and down, 
wave his arms. and slap his francis 
on the back. The loser is quiet, glum, 
and cold.

My neighbor also asked why the 
football spectator feels dopey for 
several hours after arriving home. 
He blamed lack of circulation to 
some internal organ such as the 
liver or spleen. 
T h at Is not neces­ 
sarily true because several factors 
produce fatigue. 
Rewarming, for 
example, Is likely to be overdone and 
m any 
individuals, 
on 
returning 
home, take a hot foot bath or sit on 
a radiator or in front of a fire place. 
This leads to overheating, which is 
associated with a feeling of exhaus­ 
tion and sleepiness for several hours 
thereafter. 
Cold itself has an ex­ 
hausting effect on the system. It 
takes a lot of energy to keep w arm — 
energy th a t should be utilized for 
productive 
work. 
Moreover, w ith 
prolonged exposure the brain be­ 
comes numbed. This is one of the 
reasons why the person who is lost 
in a blizzard develops an overpower­ 
ing decide to sleep. W hen found, he 
is curled up in the snow, usually 
frozen to death. 
The best ways to stay warm are to 
keep moving, wear adequate cloth­ 
ing and eat properly. Our food in­ 
take is comparable to the coal we 
burn in a furnace. 
The more cal­ 
ories it can produce the more energy 
is derived therefrom . Many women 
would not feel nearly so uncom fort­ 
able on blustery January m ornings 
if they ate more for breakfast thaft 
a roll and cup of coffee. It is here 
th at calories really count. Fats are 
richest in this respect and, pound 
for pound, they m anufacture twice 
as m uch heat as do sugar and pro­ 
teins. It is no wonder the Eskimo 
consumes large am ounts of blubber.

WASHINGTON — There Is no 
p art of Ute world a h ere the United 
S tates has battled harder to pre­ 
vent communism than In G erm an), 
whose m ilitary-m inded people and 
vast iron and steel resource* can 
tu rn war into victory or defeat for 
A tlantic P act nations. 
Yet the biggest propaganda boost 
for communism and against the U. 
S. A. ever given the G erm an pepple 
cam e from the m an who sets him ­ 
self up as the greatest enemy of 
communism — Senator M cCarthy of 
W isconsin.

linking Aschenauer with the Com­ 
m unist agitators who are trying

resentm ent 
against the U. S. A. Aschenauer. ac­ 
cording to U. S. intelligence, was 
secretly affiliated with a Com m un­ 
ist spy ring whose purpose was to 
keep the G erm an jieople on Mos­ 
cow’s side.

American 
taxpayers have been paying one 
billion dollars a year to feed the 
G erm an people and keep them w ith 
us. 
Republican* Investigate 
M cCarthy’s charges were taken so 
seriously by German# th a t to this 
day the arm y has not been able to 
execute the - convicted Nazi MS 
men. To hang them would cause 
extrem e 
public 
reaction, possibly 
riots. 
However, when the Senate sub­ 
com m ittee appointed to investigated 
his charges began to uncover the 
truth, M cCarthy hushed out at his 
own colleagues. 
H ie subcommittee 
was controlled by Republicans and 
chairm anned by conscientious Sen. 
Ray Baldwin of Connecticut. Des­ 
pite this, M cCarthy raged: “This 
subcommittee not only has no de­ 
sire to obtain the tru th but is 
conducting a deliberate attem pt to 
avoid the facts and effect a white­ 
wash of the arm y officers involved.” 
During the com m ittee hearings. 
M cCarthy personally grilled U. S. 
Army officers, even dem anding th at 
they subm it to lie-dector tests. This 
they agreed 
to do. However. Mc­ 
C arthy was not willing to have the 
G erm an war crim inals subm it to 
the same lie detectors. 
S e n a t e Rebuff# Met artily 
And as his own CO P colleagues 
on the Senate com m ittee dug deeper 
into the facts and got closer to ex­ 


posing McCarthy. Uh Bens loc from 
Wisconsin staged s Vuiuasky se t 
sxul walked out of the hearings 
Nevertheless the Senate com m it­ 
tee rebuffed its own < ^’.league with 
an official report which came close 
to pinning the Communist label on 
McCarthy s sources 
“T hrough 
com petent

the report read, “it appeared th a t 
there are strong reasons to believe 
th a t group* w ithin G erm any are 
endeavoring «. to discredit the Am­ 
erican occupation forces in general. 
The subcom m ittee is convinced th at 
there Is an organized effort bring 
m ade to revive U h nationalistic 
spirit in G erm any through every 
possible means. 
There Is evidence 
th a t a t least p art of this effort 
is attem pting to establish a close 
liaison with Com munist Russia. 
“Du** to the m anner in which the 
allegations in this case were being 
handled (by M cCarthy! it wax clear 
th a t no m atter w hat 
the 
facts 
were in the case, in the m inds of 
practically all G erm ans, the allega­ 
tions were accepted as fact. This 
was certain to dam age the American 
position in G erm any .. everything 
done to weaken the prestige of 
the United States and our occupa­ 
tion policies will play an im portant 
p art in any emergency.” 
W hen M cCarthy’s wild charges 
were finally sifted down, the one 
billion dollars a year we spend in 
Germ any was partly nullified, the 
Communist hand wa* strengthened, 
and the guilty SS men who shot 80 
unarm ed Americans in cold blood 
on a snowy day during the Battle of 
the Bulge still remained unpunished.
